This is an industrial dispute referred to this Tribunal for adjudication 
by Government of Kerala as per Order No G. O. Rt. 1198/71 LSWD daled 3-6-19-1. 
The issues referred are the following: 

(1 ) Enhancement of wages. 
(2 ) Re - employment of the following 7 workers: 

(i) Vattavanna Thodi Katheeja . 
(ii) Kallinkii Katheeja . 
( iii) Pallad Pathumma. 
(iv ) Poovathinkal Katheeja . 
(v ) Puzhakal Maymuna. 
(vi) Ullattupara Nabeesa . 

(vii) Ullattupara Moosa . 
(3) Denial of employment to Maistry V. Mohammed (Vattamanathudi) 

2. Union No. 1 filed their statement and thereafter they did not 
appear. 

So they were declared ex parte and notice was issued . The 
very same day they filed a petition to set aside the ex parte order. On 
16-11-1971 the Union No. I and the management filed a joint petition 
saying that the matter has been settled as per a settlement, a copy of 
which is also produced . They did not press their petition to set aside 
the ex parte order and they remained ex parte throughout. Hence their 
joint petition is not taken into consideration . The management also did 
not press this matter . Hence their case put forth by thein in their state 
ment is not discussed here. As it stands there is only Union No. 2 and the 
Management who are interested in the issues referred . 


3. Union No. 2 says that this is an estate planted with an area of 
about 2000 acres employing about 100 workers. Very low wages are 
paid . This will not even reach the minimum wages prescribed as per 
the minimum wages Notification . There is also the recomiendation of 
the Plantation Labour Committee and that is also not paid . Some 
workers are getting 

Jow Wages as to Rs. 1.85 per 

day . They 
further demand that the workers should be paid fair wages fixing it 
at 1 times the minimum wages prescribed . This is the demand in this 
matter.

4. The reply statement on 

of the management filed by Sri 
c . Govi: dankutty Nair, Executor of late Sri C. Kumaran Nair. He 
says that he is one of the executors of late C. Kumaran Nair , the owner 
of Kumaragiri Estate . He died on 6-5-1970. On his death the legatees 
took portions of the estate and it become 7 distinct different units and 
at present there are 7 estates having different names, each having its 
own employees and employers. The estate called Kumaragiri Estate has 
come to an end. Regarding the merits of the case they say that the union has 
no representative capacity and the estates have became 7 astates, employ- . 
ing less than 15 persons in each of them . They 

cannot be described as 
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a 


plantation as contemplated under the plantation Labour Acl. "The 
tapping also has not commenced in any of these estates. The reply 
statement concludes saying that the workers are not entitled to any relief. 

5. Union No. 2 has Aled a rejoinder. They say that the management 
has at no timc given any intimation to these workers Surying that this 
estate has been divided into 7 estates. It is also not correct to say 
that each estate is having its own employees and einployers . There is 
already a settlement between the first union and the management about 
the issues referred in this case. Having entered into such a settlement 
the management cannot be heard to say that the estate of the manage 
ment is different. They repeat that they are entitled to get increase in wages . 

6. wwi is a worker working there . She says that this is one 
estate 

there has been no division or partition whatsoever. 
There were about 100 workers and the maximum wages for a female 
worker is Rs. 2.90 per day . A male worker gets Rs. 3.75 . In the 
neighbouring estates the managements are paying 30 paise by reason 
of the recommendation of the Plantation Labour Committee . This manage 
ment is not paying that. The neighbouring estate is paying about 
Rs. 4.50 to female workers and Rs. 4.80 to male workers. This inanage 
ment is not paying the statutory minimum . After the death of Sri 
Kumaran Nair his nephew is managing the estate . The same superintendent 
continues to employ all the workers . They get the wages from the same 
office. There is only one superinterident for the whole. She has worked 
in all parts of this estate. She denies the management s contention that 
there is a division of the estate . 


and 


7. In cross she says that she has no document to show the estate 
in which she is employed. The only document is the membership receipt 
issued by the union. She has not seen any of the documents by which 
the deceased person get this estate . She wants the statutory mini.num . 
She does not know how such it is . She does not know the present owners 
of this estate. She has not made enquiries to find out their names. She 
used to sign vouchers for receiving wages. They have got attendance 
register also . There are 3 or 4. maistries. It is not correct to say that 
there are 7 maistries. These maistries , do not detail the work to be 
done by them . She denies the statement of the management that she 
is employed in Asok Estate . She also says that it is not correct to say 
that she is signing the attendance register of Asoka Estate. One Dominic 
is the superintendent for the last one year. Prior to this it was one Ebrahim . 
There was a strike there. It was settled between the management and a 
section of the workers. During the strike period also she went for work 
for a few days . Then she went only . after the settlement. She has not 
taken part in the settlement. Prior to the strike they were getting 2.70 as 
wages, After the strike they increased wages by 25 ps . for female 


But she does 


workers and 20 ps. for male workers. Another increase of 20 ps was 
given after this . There is a New India Estate near this. 
not know all the particulars of the estate . She does not know about the 
termination of service of 10 persons in the estate. 

8. WW2 is another worker. She also speaks in accordance with the 
version given in the statement. She repeats the contention that there has 
been no partition or division of the estate. It is working as a whole. In 
cross she says that they do not have a permanent maistry. Maistries are 
changed and she speaks about the present wages paid by the management. 

9. WW3 is the president of the union . The union has got a branch in this 
estate. It measures about 2500 acres and 2000 acres are planted with rubber. 
There were 102 workers when they started this dispute. 

40 of them are 
n.embers of his union . This union started functioning there in 1970. Ext. W 
is the demand notice served on the management. This union was also 
invited to the conciliation conference, 

There was 

a strike 

in 1970-71. 
But this union did not participate in it . He proves the documents on 
behalf of the union . He says that they are interested only in issue Na 1. 
The management is not paying the statutory minimum prescribed by the 
Minimum Wages Notification . These notifications are also proved by 
him . There were 2 agreements at the plantalion Labour Committee. They 
are Exts . W6 and W7. After the death of Sri Kumaran Nair his nephew is 
managing the affairs. There has been no division , partition or splitting 
of the estate after his death . The management has not given any informa 
tion about this to the union . The demand of the union is to pay fair 
Wages, i.e., 1 times the minimum wages. . This management has the capacity 
to pay that amount. 

10. În cross he says that the workers in this estate joined his union 
first in 1970 . He has not seen the documents showing the details about 
the extent of the land and other particulars. He knows that licence from 
Rubber Board is required for planting rubber. He has not perused the 
licences. No documents are produced to show as to how many are members 
of the union . He does not know whether majority of the workers are 
members of the other union . There are persons who are not members of both 
these unions. Ext. Mi is a document produced by him and he admits that 
the delails shown therein are correct. He goes there only once in a 
month or so . He has not found out whether these estates are managed 
seperately . He got information from the workers there . Ext. M2 is 
an agreement datel 1-10-1970 . He got a copy of this froin the workers. 
The management had terminated the service of 10 workers and they are 
not members oi his union . That issue is settled . They are members of 
the other union . He has not attempted to find out from which estates 
they were terminated . He has participated in the conciliation , conference 
convened to discuss this dispute. To a specific question he replies that 
Kumaragiri group estate will come under the definition of the Plantation 
its contemplated under the Plantation Labour Act. The demands were 
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placed after the death of Sri Kumaran Nair . There was no necessity to 
ascertain as to who are all the legal representatives of Sri Kumaran Nair, 
This is the gist of evidence recorded on behalf of the union . 


11. MW1 is the superintendent of Kumaragiri Group of Estate. This 
is a group consisting of 7 estates. They are all registered under the 
Rubber Board and these are owned by separate persons. 

The licences 
are marked as Ext. M1 series. Out of these seven one is deposited in 
the Bank and that has not been produced here. They are maintaining 
attendance register and wages register separately for each estate . Printed 
vouchers are obtained for disbursement of wages. Some receipts are 
Exts . M4 series. Two of them are signed by two worker witnesses examined 
in this case. There was an agreement on 2-11-1971. That is Ext. 14. 
He refers to Clause 7 of the agreement by which the management was 
agreed to reinstate 10 dismissed workers. Registered notice issued prior 
to dismissal are marked as Ext. M5 series . Morey order was sent to all 
these persons and the coupons are Ext. M6 series. Enquiry was conducted 
and termination notices were issued . They are all marked here. There 
was a conciliation and the conciliation notice is Ext. M10 . In each estate 
there is a separate maistry and the workers work under these different 
maistries. There was a complaint that the management is violating the 
provisions of Plantation Labour Act and two such prosecutions ended in 
acquittal saying that the said Act is not applicable to this estate . The 
total extent of these estates will be 1200 acres and out of these 600 acres 
are planted with rubber. In none of these estates they have employed 
more than 15 persons. They started tapping only in one estate and that 
was in November, 1973. There are other estates in the locality where 
lower wages than what is paid in this estate are paid . Deceased Sri 
Kumaran Nair purchased this land in 1965. They began to plant this estate 
only in 1966. In one of these estates they started tapping. They are 
getting about 1 to 3 kilos of rubber per day . Ext. M12 is an agreement 
dated 16-6-1974 . 

12. In cross he says that the secretary of the other union is their 
witness in this case . They have entered into an agreement with that 
union . They used to invite this union also for negotiation. In Ext. M12 
it is not specifically stated . He cannot say whether there are documents 
to show that they have invited the other union to take part in the 
conciliation conference. They are not maintaining wages register. There 
is no register at all . He states that he cannot say whether his statement 
in chief that they are maintaining wages register is correct or not. There 
after he says that they are maintaining a weekly roll showing the wages 
paid to each individual worker but they are not maintaining a register. 
In chief he meant, this when he stated that they are maintaining wages 
register. Union No. 2 is not a party to Ext. M12. They have not given 
the benefits agreed by Ext. M12 to some of the workers because they 
have not agreed to receive it . All the applications for registration under 


the Rubber Board excepting one were given in June, 1972. It is seen 
that one of them was given in 1966. That is not the original. The original 
is not produced here . In 1966 it was registered as one 

estate called Vija . 
yalakshmi Estate . This is seen in Column 7 of this application and 
this was given in 1972. All these applications are signed by Sri K. P. 
Manmohan as the agent. 

He is the son -in - law of deceased Kumaran Nair. 
They had Ext. M4 series -receipts in their possession, when wwi and WW2 
tendered evidence in this case . There are documents to show that the 
estate was purchased in 1965 . The witness was there from the very 
beginning as the superintendent. Till Kumaran Nair s death this worked 
as a single unit. Split took place thereafter. There is a registered partition 
deed to show this partition . There are also documents to show the daily 
output. In re- he says that the management had asked union No. 2 
whether they are agreeable to the terms of the settlement. 

When he 
stated that they are not maintaining wages register he meant wages 
register contemplated under the Labour Act. Then he gives some clarifi 
cations abou Ex W9 registered certificates etc. 


a group 


1. MW2 is the secretary of the Perintalmanna Plantation Labour Union . 
lle is a party to Ext. M2 agreement . At that time this was 
Estate with 7 estates. 10 persons belonging to his union working in this estate 
were dismissed and they got enquiry notice , dismissal notice, etc. This 
maiter was subsequently settled . To his knowledge this estate has not 
worked as a single unit after the death of Sri Kumaran Nair . "Towards 
the end of 1969 this union started functioning in this estate. There was 
a strike in this estate sponsored by his union and the second union did 
not participate in the strike. That matter was settled . He cannot say 
whether the workers belonging to other unions got better wages than the 
worker s belonging to his union during the strike period . Workers used 
to give signed receipts for receiving wages. He adds that majority of 
workers are members of his union . 


14. In cross he says that this union is affiliated to C. I. T. U. He 
is the joint secretary of the Malappuram District c . I. T. U. He has 
not come before this court to tender evidence on behalf of the manage 
ment. His union is, a party to this dispute. They are not contesting 
this dispute. 

Termination notice was sent to 10 persons. He does 
not remember the names of these persons. He cannot say whether the 
persons mentioned in Ext. M7 series are the persons who were actually 
disniissed from the estale . He does not know who were all interested as 
dismissed workers in this casc . He cannot say anything about these 10 
persons, because he does not remember the facts . He does not remember 
whether the union has got a notice from the management saying that 
this is working as a group estete . He has not gone to the cstate to 
verify the records. He is avare of the fact that if the version that the 
estate is ditrided to 7 different estates is accepted the workers will not 
get the benefits of minimum wages notification , By the next sentence 
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pay 


he says that he has got protest in it. Finally he says that the estate 
was divided into seven even before his union was formed in this estate . 
This is the gist of evidence recorded in this case. 

15. This is a case where originally there were two unions. Union 
No I entered into a settlement with the management after filing their 
claim statement here. Copy of that settleme it was filed with a petition 
signed by Union No. I and the management requesting this court to pass 
a compromise award in terms of the settlement That settlement is dated 
2-11-1971. All the issues are settled by this. Union No. 2 is not a party 
to that settlement. Union No. 2 contests this case and they are interested 
only in Issue No. 

16. The main demand of Union No. 3 is that the management should 

the minimum wages . Thereafter they demanded that they should 
be paid fair wages calculating this at 15 times of the mininum wages. 

17. The management contests this case mainly saying that this has 
been divided into 7 individual estates having independent siatus and 
not employing the minimum number of workers required to make it a 
plantation as contemplated under the Plantation Labour Act to which 
alone minimum wages Notification is applicable. The estate was formed 
by Sri Kumaran Nair and he died in 1970 and after his death it devolved 
on his legal representatives. They divided it into 7 different estates 
each having different names , different wages registers, maistries 

and 
different set of employees etc. "The evidence of workers is mainly to 
establish that there has been no division and the estate continues as a 
single unit even after the death of Sri Kumaran Nair . In the reference 
order the management is represented by three executors. The reply 
statement is signed by one of the executors. What he says about this 
split is as follows: 

" Sri Kumaran Nair was the owner of Kumaragiri Estate. He expired 
on 6-5-1970 . On his death the legatees took portions for which they 
were entitled . 

Thus the estate which was one during the life time 
of Sri Kumaran Nair became seven distinct, different units after his 
death ." 


This split, division or partition has to be on the basis of some documents . 
MW1 says that there is a registered partition deed . The best piece of 
evidence would have been this document by which the legatees took 
possession of this estate. That is not produced . 

18. The management relies on the licences issued by the Rubber Boird 
to these different legatees. They are marked as Ext. M3 series. There 
are altogether six licences. MW1 says that one such licence was 
deposited in the bank and that has not been taken back . One of these 
application is a copy. 

This is dated 10-1-1966 and the original is seen 
to have been signed by Sri Kumaran Nair . The name of the estate 


is Vijayalakshmi estate. These licences also contain the application forms 
subrnitted by the applicants . - 5 of them are signed in the second week 
of June, 1972 and all these registrations or licences are dated 6-10-1972. 
In this case it is pertinent to note that out of the documents marked as 
Ext. M3 series 5 of the applications are signed by the guardian for and on 
behalf of the minors. So none of these so called 

owners are managing 
the affairs by the riselves and they are looked after by the guardian . 
The reply statement is dated 6-3-1972. If the legatees look the 

estate 
immediately after the death of Sri Kunaran Nair in 1970 and the split 
took place immediately thereafter the registration also would have followed 
immediately . There is considerable delay and no explanation is offered. 
The registration or licenses produced in this court show a further endrose 
ment made by the Rubber Board . This is found in all these documents. 
" Registration of the estate in the Rubber Board will not by itself confer 
title of the registered estate over any person." So this document which 
has come into existence much after filing the reply statement is tot 
sufficient to establish the case of the managernent that they have divided 
the estate . 
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19. Then the management relies on the documents by which they 
took disciplinary action against 10 workers Ext. M8 series are the 
enquiry notices issued to 10 workers . The management s contention is 
that they are all from different esiates. Ext. M5 series are the dismissal 
orders issued. M9 is the reply by one of the workers who received the 
enquiry notice. M7 series are M. O. coupons by which they had sent 
them their wages for one month . In these different notices names of 
different estates are given . But all are issued by the Manager Kumaragiri 
Group Estates. Owner s name is not shown even in single notice. 
Ext. M5 series, M7 series and M8 series clearly show that they are all 
managed by one single manager describing hiniself as the manager of 
Kumaragiri Group Estate. The management then refers to Ext. M4 series . 
Two receipts said to have been signed by two of the workers. In these 
reccij.ts it is simply stated that these receipts are of Prakashkumar Estate. 
The Management s case is that these two are given by WW : and WW2. 
WW2 is Chinnu and her name is found in one of the receipts in Ext. M 4 
series. This is dated 27-1-1973 and she was examined here in this case 
on 21-1-1974. The management very well could have shown this receipt 
to the witness . They have not done that. And this is a document much 
after the reference. For these two reasons no reliance can be placed on 
the 2 receipts. The management refers to Ext. Mi a list produced by 
the union . In that there are 7 maistries . In the list it is shown that 
different workers are working under different maistries. 

The manage 
ment says that this list itself shows that these workers are working under 
different maistries under different estates. wwi and WW2 said that there 
are only 3 or 4 naistries. There is some contradiction in this . 

But the 
manegement has not come forward with a case that each of these maistries 


are employed exclusively by each of these estates and they are not inter 
changeable. If their case is that a particular maistry is employed 
particularly for a particular estate and the workers employed therein are 
exclusively employed by them they could have come with such a case . 
The management has suggested to the union witness that they are maintain 
ing attendance register and wages register seperately for each individual 
estate . MW1 also in their examination stated as follows:

In cross he stated that they are not having wages register, but only weekly 
roll, written in sheets of papers. Any how the fact remains that they are 
having these weekly sheets for these different individual estates with 
receipts of these workers for each individual estate . The management 
could have produced these sheets and receipts. Ext. M4 series has 
already stated cannot be believed for the reasons already recorded . Since 
the management has not produced these important documents it has to 
be presumed that if the documents are produced the case will go against 
them . 

There are a few settlements produced in this case. Ext. M2 
dated 1-10-1970 is one such settlement. This is the settlement between 
the first union and the management. This is signed on behalf of the 
group of estates by the executor Sri A. V. George. This is evidently 
after the death of Sri Kumaran Nair . If they have divided it naturally 
they should have shown the names of these estates. That they have not 
shown. If there had been a partition as stated by the management they 
could have given intimation about this to individual workers and should 
have allotted the workers to each individual estate. The management has 
not done that. Ext. W4 is another settlement. This is dated 2-11-1971. 
This is signed on behalf of the management by three persons. 

The 
empolyers are represented by Sri K. P. Manmohan , Managing Partner, 
Kumaragiri Group Estate. Superintendent is the same and the executor 
is also the same. In 1971 also in never struk them that these estates on 
partition has to be shown as different and distinct entities having independent 
existence. The last agreement in point of time is Ext. M2 dated 16-6-1974. 
Here they have shown the different names of the estate . But on behalf of 
the management it is signed by one individual whose nome cannot be 
identified 

from the document. It is pertinent to note that Ext. M10 dated 
14-6-1974 a conciliation notice by the District Labour Officer . Malappuram 
was received by the management and that conciliation was pending when 
they entered into a settlement on 16-6-1974 without including this union 
in the settlement. Ext. M 11 is another conciliation notice, That is also 
about the same dispute. In these notices different names are shown. But 
that is a document which has come into existence much after the com 
mencement of the case and no reliance can be placed on that. The reference 
order also proceeds on the basis that it is continuing as one cstate 
and the parties are included in the reference order in that way. For a !l 


G. A - 143/MC. 
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the icasons already recorded I find that this is continuing as a single estate 
and the management has not placed the best piece of evidence before this 
court that there has been a split. So this is an estate which will 

come 
under the definition of the Plantation Labour Act. 

19. The management does not say that they are paying the minimum 
wages payable by an estate like this. " The demand of the union is for 
fair wages. 

In order to say that they should get it the union ought to 
have established that in the neighbouring escates they are paying it and 
they should also establish that this management has the capacity to pay it . 
Regarding the first aspect it has to be held that the union has not esta 
blished that neighbouring estates are paying fair Wages Regarding the 
capacity it has to be pointed out that this is a plantation which has not 
begun to yield fully. Only very few portions are tapped . 
say that this has the capacity to pay fair wages Since it is found that 
the Onc ground alleged by the management for not paying the minimum 
Wages is unsustainable the management is bound to pay the minimum 
wages. So the only relief is minimum wages. It is ordered that the 
management shall pay the minimum wages as notified by Government of 
Kerala with effect from the date of this award .

20. I pass this award as stated above and this award shall come into 
force on the expiry of 30 days after its publication in the Governmeat Gazette .

1. (1) These rules shall be called the Rules for regulation and distri 
bution of Water for the Peechi Irrigation Project . 

(2) These rules shall apply to the whole of the Peechi Irigation 
system , Peechi Dım , the reservoir , the canal gyetem , including the water 
courses from the sluices and the ayacut commanded by his sysicia . The 
ayacut comprises of all the areas notified as such under rules 6 (a ) and (b ) 
of the Irrigation Rules, 1958. 

(3 ) In these rules theterm “Executive Engineer , the Assistant Engineer

3. Crop Pattern 

(1) The Executive Engineer may review the crop pattern when 
found necessary in consultation with the Department of Agriculture and the 
rrigation pattern may be adjusted suitably . 

(2 ) In the commanded area of the project paddy is the main crop , 
bat crops like coconut, arecanut, tapioca, banana, pepper, etc. are also 
cultivated extensively. There are three crops of paddy in the ayacut which 
are ( 1) ! irst crop (Virippu ) (ii ) Second crop (Mundakan ) and (iii) Third 
crop (Puncha). Virippu and Mundakan are raised in the fields with higher 
elevations and the Puncha is raised mostly in low fields which are known as 
kole area . According to availability of water, puncha is raised in other 
fields also . Generally kole area lies below M. S. L. and will be always 
water logged and hence no crops are raised during rainy months, 
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( 3) Virippu is raised during the period May - August. This crop 
depends generally on rain water. Mudakan is raised bitwen Aurustad 
January. The puncha crop is raised beween Janu ry and April . 

uring 
the first crop period , the rainfall available from the south westmonsoon is 
to a great extent sufficient for the crop . As this monsoon will be over by 
September and as the North East monsoon will be weak , the Mandakan 
crop requires additional water for Irrigation which has to be drawn from the 
reservoir . The puncha crop is raised in the low fields after pumping oil 
water. The pumped water will be stored in the outer canals and in selec ed 
area so that th s can be utilised for irrigation . There will be practically 
no rain -fall during this period . Some quantity of water has to be drawn 
from the reservior also for this crop . 

(1 ) Irrigation water has to be let down only if the rain fall in the 
ayacut is not sufficient to maintain the paddy crop . For the economical 
use of irrigation water, the co-operation of the cultivato s is essential. 
For this purpose a canal committee has been constituted to advise the 
Assistant Engineer and the Executive Engineer on the distribution of water. 
In this committee , officials like Assistant Engineers, Junior Engineers, Block 
Development Officers and AgriculturalOfficers and non -o licials like Pancha 
yat President, representatives of the agriculturists nominated by Panchayat, 
representatives of farming co -operative societies and representatives of 
political parties nominated by the Government are members. The com 
mittee holds the first meeting before commencing irrigation and once in a 
month during in igation season and advises the Assistant Enginrer and 
Executive Engineer regarding the crop pattern and the irrigation pattein . 


REGULATION OF WATER FOR IRRIGATION 
4. Opening of the Canal Sluice 

(1) The first opening of the Sluice to start irrigation shall be d ne 
only under the orders of the Executive Eng neer. He may consult the 
canal committee also in deciding the date of opening considering the 
available rain fall, storage position of the reservoir etc. Normally the 
canal sluice for R. B. C. and L. B. C. shall be opened on 16th A gust 
and if there is any change it shall be notified in advance by the 
Executive Engineer . If the crop pattern is altered by any cu tivator 
not fitting with the general irrigation pattern adopted by the project 
authorities, the irrigation department is not bound to supply water to 
that field and the Department shall not be responsible for any consequent 
losses or damage to the cultivators. 

(2 ) Opening and regulating the head sluices of the canals at 
the dam site shall be the responsibility of the Research Officer under 
the Deputy Director, Instrumentation Division , Kerala Ergineering 
Research Institute, Peechi or of any other officer specifically authorised 
by the Joint Director. K. E. R. I. Peechi. The opera: ions shall be 
done according to the instructions received from the Executive Engieer 
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or from the Assistant Engineer, Irrigation subdivision , Trichur . The 
ope ation of the othersuices in the canal system shall be done 
by the Assistant Engineer . 

(3 ) Water requirement of crops shall be met from the rain 
fall received in the ayucut as ir as possible and irrigation water 
shall be supplied from the reservoir on y to supplement the rainfall. 
The details of rain all received in the virious parts of the ayacut and 
the net irrigation requirement may be communicated to the A -sistant 
Engineer by the Junior Engineers . Canal phones installed at varitus

Based on 

this information the Assistant Engineer can decide upon 
the discharge required at head reach and suitable instructions can 
be given to 

the Deputy Director, instrumentation division accordingly 
or two specified times in a day . 

(4 ) when there is great demand for water due to the failure of 
rain in the ayacut or when the strrage position in the Reservoir 
is less than normal, intern.ittant sys en of irrigation shal be 
followed in which supply of water 10 the fields shall be stopped 
for about 6 days at interval of 12 days.

The Junior i ngineers sha l be assisted by Work 
Superintendents and Canal Watchers in the maintenance . Actual 
operation of the sluices, watchi g the canals, routine maintenance of 
the caoals such as removal of obstructions to flow etc., 

are the 
duties of the Canal Watchers and it is the responsib lity of the Work 
Superintendents to give suitable directions and getting the duties done 
properly by the canals watchers . 

(6) Each Can I Watcher shallmaintain a diary in the proper 
form in which all detai s shall be entered in time. This diary 
shall be checked by the Work Superintendents daily and by the 
Junior Engineers as frequently as possible . 
(7) The first 

demand of water from the scheme is for 
w ter supply for Trichur town and mfssil area . 
The Executive Engineer, Public Health Engineering Division , Trichur 
is in charge of the water supply scheme and water shall be drawn from 
the Peechi reservoir through

(8 ) The Joint Director, Kerala Engineering Research Institute , 
Peechi shall be in charge of the head works and of the canals 
within the Insiitute area . 

He cin draw water from the reservoir 
for use in the Research Institute either through the canals or through 
separate sluices

(9 ) The distribution ofwater for irrigatirn shall be the responsibility 
of the Exrcutiv . Engineer, Irrigation Division , Trichur. Heshall be assisted 
by the Assistant E gineer, Junior Engineers, Work Superintendents and Canal 
Watchers who are all given specific duties. In the absence of any of the 
officer the concerned officer shall entrust bis responsibility of the distribution 
cyst, m in his jurisdiction with another responsible officer . 

5. Regulation of spillway shutters 
(1) The Junior Engineer (Research Officer) in charge of the dam 
shall be responsible for the operation of the spillway shutters. All the water 
reaching the reservoir from the catchment is meant to be impounded until the 
water level in the reservoir reaches 78 90 m . Daily reading of the reservoir 
level shall be taken at 8 a. m . and immediate.y intimated to the Joint 
Director , K. E. R. I., Peechi, Deputy Direcior , Instrumentation division 
K. E E. R. I, Peechi, the Executive Engineer, Irrigation division , Trichur 
and to the Superintending Engineer, Irrigation Central Circle, Trichur. 
In addition , the reservoir data in the p escribed form shall be sent to all 
concerned officers including the Chief Engineer, Projects When the water 
level is ri ing and the level reaches the spillway crest level of 76 20 r . 
reserve ir levels shall be noted twice in a day . when the level reaches 78.25m . 
the Deputy Director shall closely watch the inflow rates and thereafter the 
levels shall be noted more frequently at every two hours. When the level 
reaches 78 7 m . the Joint Director shall personally look into this and when 
the level reaches 78.90m , the spillway shutters must be opened . The height 
of opening of the shutters can be decided by the Deputy Director in consul. 
tation with the Joint Director. All the levels. opening of shutters and the 
instructions of the Juint Direcior and Deputy Director shall be recorded in a 
regi: ter kept at the site. The Joint Director and the Deputy Director shall 
record their instructions in the book . 

(2 ) When it is observed that the water level in the reservoir is rising 
rapidly and it is suspected that opening of the spillway shutters may become 
necessary, flood warning shall be given in the manner shown below so that 
the people in ih : downstream arcas can be prepared for a flood . 

(a ) When the reservoir level is rising and it reaches 78.25m , the 
Deputy Director, Instrumentation Division shall give the first warning to the 
officers by telephone or telegram as follows: - " Peechi reservoir level at 
78.25m , only one metre below F. R. L." 

(b ) When the reservoir level is still rising and the level reaches 
78.7 m the second warning shall be given to the same officers as follows: 

“ Pechi reservoir level a 78.7m . 19 rising; shutters likely to be 
opened " .

(c) When the reservoir level is rising and reache : 78.9 m . final 
warning should be given to the same officers as follows: - " Peechi reservoir 
level 78.9 m . shu ters being opened " when the levels are only fluctuating or 
lowering the warning need not be repeated .

(4 ) The District Collector, Trichur is primarily responsible for 
taking necessary action to alert the people likely to be affected by floods and 
for taking suitable steps for safeguari ing the life and property. The District 
Collector shall decide the measures to be followed in this regard in consulta. 
tion with the Executive Engineer who in turn hall be in frequent contact 
with the Joint Director , Peechi to assess the discharge rates through the 
spillway. 

(i) The spillway shutters can be opened when the reservoir level is 
rising and it reaches 78.9m . 

(ii) Opening of all the shutters may be kept equal. 

(iii) The water level in the reservoir shall not be allowed to rise 
above 79 25m . with this limitation, the passing down of flood waters shall 
he limited as far as possible to the flood carrying capacity of the river, 

(iv) When the water level in the reservoir is 78.9m . or above, the 
Deputy Direc or shall inspect the spillway atleast every two hours and give 
instructions to the Junior Engineer (Research Officer) regarding the height o 
opening of the shutters. These instructions shall be written in the register 
at the site . 

(v ) The shutters can be closed , when the reservoir level is lowering 
and the level reaches 78.9m . 


6. Maintenance 
(1) Maintenance of the canalsystem of an irrigation project is very 
important for its efficiency. It is the primary responsibi ity of the canal 
watchers to prevent damage to canals , to remove obstructions to canal flows 
caused by any material such as weeds, stones. floating materials etc. and 10 
promptly report to the work superintendents any action by anybody violating 
the provisions of the Irrigation Act. The work superintendents shall inspect 
the entire length of the canals in his jurisdiction at least once in two days. 
The Junior Engineers shall inspect the canals in his jurisdiction at least once 
in a week , 
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(2 ) If a breach occurs in any of the canals, immediate steps shall be 
taken by the capal watchers and work superintendents to prevent further 
damage and to close the breach . Immediaiely the supply can be closed and 
the Assistar.t Engineer shall give publicity among the cultivatois regarding 
the emergency through phone, piess, panchayats, notice boards, canals 
committee , etc Generally during irrigation season a canal shall not be 
closed without orders of the Executive Engineer , but during an emergency, 
the As istant Engineer may close the canal which shall be reported to the 
Executive Engineer, immediately . 

(3 ) The annual maintenance of the canals may be done when they 
are closed between May to July before the commencement of distribution . 
Selection of maintenance works to be done, preparation of estimates , 
approval by the Executive Engincer for taking up the work , according 
sanction and arranging the works shall be started earlier and completed by 
the end of April so that maintenance works can be completed by the end of 
July ic., before commencement of water distribution .

Rules for Regulation and distribution of water for 

Vazhani Irrigation Project 
1. (1) These rules shall be called the Rules for Regulation and 
distribution of water for Vazhani Irrigation Project . 

(2) These rules shall apply to the whole of Vazhani Irrigation 
Project, the Vazhani dam , reservoir canal system including water courses 
from the sluices and chiras and the ayacut commanded by the system . 
The ayacut comprises all the areas approved such by the District 
Collector, Trichur and notified by the Revenue Department. 

(3 ) In these rules, the term the Executive Engineer, the 
Assistant Engineer and the Junior Engineers mean the Executive Engineer, 
the Assistant Engineer and the Junior Engineers in charge of the Vazhani 
Irrigation Project.

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(4 ) The Executive Engineer shall have the overall control of 
the Project. The jurisdiction and responsibilities of his subordinate 
officers, whether 

indicated in these rules or not can be fixed by the 
Executive Engineer in consultation with his superior officers wherever 
necessary . The Chief Engineer in charge of the Irrigation Projects , in 
Kerala will be the final authority in all the matters connected with this 
project.

3. Crop - pattern :-(1) The 

main crop 

of the locality is pa idy. 
Generaliy two crops of paddy are being raise l and in a few favourable - 
localities a third crop is also tried . The period of first crop ( Virippu ) 
is from May to August, and that of the second crop (Mundakan) is from 
September to January. The period of the third crop is from January to 
April. The Vazhani Irrigation Project is designed to supply water mainly 
for the second crop , but water will be supplied to other crops according to 
availability . 

(2) The first crop generally depends on south west monsoon rains .

4. Regulation ofwater for irrigation .- (1) The first opening of the 
sluice to start irrigation and closing at the end of irrigation season shall be 
done only under the orders of the Executive Engineer. The date of opening 
of the canal shall be decided and published by the Executive Engineer in 
advance, in consultation with the Project Advisory Committee , depending 
upon the storage position of the reservoir. The normal date of opening 
of the head sluice for irrigation shall be 1st June for the first crop and ist 
* August for the 2nd crop if the sluice is not opened for irrigation during the 
first crop . 
( 2 ) Water requirements of crops will be met 

from the rainfall 
received in the ayacut as far as possible and irrigation water will be 
supplied only to supplement the rainfall . The details of rainfall shall be 
collected by the Junior Engineers and supplies in the canals shall be 
regulated suitably. Any alteration in the canal supply shallbe reported to 
the Assistant Engineer immediately . When irrigation requirement is 
maximum it may not be possible to irrigate the entire area simultaneously 
with the available canal capacity or with the available storage. To over 
come these difficulties, an intermittent system of irrigation shall be adopted 
whenever found necessary. The details of opening and closing of various 
canals for the intermittent irrigation system are furnished in statement No. 3 . 
After the irrigation season the canals shall be closed normally on 31st 
December 

(3) The operation of the sluices and maintenance of irrigation 
supplies during the crop period will be in charge of the Assistant Engineer. 
For advising the Assistant Engineer in the matters relating to the distribution 
of water, a canal coinmittee has been formed in Gover ! ment order 
No. G.O. Ms. 26 /63/ W . & P. dated 30-1-1968. The Assistant Engineer is 
the chairman of the Com nittee and the members are : 

( 1) The Junior Engineer , Irrigation . 
(2 ) The Block Development Officer of the area, 
(3 ) Agricultural Officer .

(2 ) In the downstream ide of the dam there are few chiras. The 
ayacut of these chiras is also included in the project and water may be let 
down from the reservoir to the chiraz to irrigate the fie.ds.

TRANSMISSION OF POWER FROM IDIKKI POWER STATION IN 

KERALA TO HOOTGALLI SUBSTATION IN KARNATAKA STATE 
The Kerala State Electricity Board has prepared under S. 28 of the 
Electricity (S ) Act, 1948 a scheme for the construction of a 220 KV trans 
mission line for transmission of power from the Idikki Power Station in Kerala 
to Hootgalli Substation in Karnataka State known as Idikki-Mysore 220 KV 
line project. Theproposed transmission line passes in theKerala side through 
the taluks of Thodupuzha in Idikki District, Moovattupuzha, Kothamanga 
lam , Kunnathunadu and Alwaye in Ernakulam District, Mukundapuram , 

Trichur and Thalappally in Trichur District, Ottappalam and Perinthal 
manna in palghat District, Ernad in Malappuram District, Kozhikode and 
South Wynad in Kozhikode District and North Wynad in Cannanore 
District. Upon completion of the project, power to the extent of 150 Mega 
Watts could be interchanged between the Karnataka and Kerala States. 
The total length of the line falling in the Kerala side is approximately 
275 km . and in the Karnataka side 90 km . 

The project is estimated to cost Rs:515 lakhs on the Kerala side and 
Rs. 140.5 lakhs on the Karnataka side. The benefits of the project are 
expected to be derived from December 1977. Any further information 
regarding the project could be had from the Secretary of the 
K. S. E. Board . 

Copies of the scheme have been sent to the State Government and the 
Authority constituted under S. 3 of the Electricity (Supply) Act, 1948. 
The Planning Commission have in their letter No. 22 (3 ) /73- P & E 
dated 6-7-1973 given their approval to the scheme. 

The Kerala State Electricity Board proposes to take up the above 
scheme for implementation . The staff of the K. S. E. Board and their duly 
authorised agents and contractors may have to enter the premises through 
which the line is proposed to be drawn for the purpose of survey and 
construction of the line This fact is hereby notified under S. 29 (1) of the 
Electricity (Supply ) Act so that those who are interested in making 
representations to the Board may do so to the Secretary, K. S. E. Board 
functioning in the Board s Office at Trivandrum . The representations 
should be made within two months from the date of publication of this 
notification . Representations, if any, received after the above period of two 
months will not be considered by the Board .
